BORDER COUNTIES BRANCH. 
A MEETING of this Branch was held at the Crichton 
Royal Institution, Dumfries, on Friday, November 26th, 
1909. Dr. MURDOCH of Annan in the chair. Twenty-five 
members were present at the meeting. 

Confirmation of Minutes.—The minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and approved, and signed 
by the Chairman. 

Apologies for Non-attendance.—The SECRETARY 
intimated apologies from seventeen members. 

The late Dr. Mitchell.—Tbe CHAIRMAN referred to 
the loss the Branch and the British Medical Associa- 
tion had sustained in the death of Dr. Mitchell; and 
it was unanimously agreed that the Secretary be 
instructed to convey to Mrs. Mitchell the sympathy 
of the Branch. 

Report from Eaccutive Commitee of Scottish Divi- 
ston.—The SECRETARY read a report from the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Scottish Division regarding 
the steps taken in connexion with the case of Rodger 
v. Herbertson. On Dr. MAXWELL Ross's motion, it 
was unanimously agreed to receive the report and 
acquiesce in the view taken by that committee. 

Crichton Royal Institution —Dr. EASTERBROOK then 
explained the plans of the new buildings at the 
Crichton Royal Institution, and afterwards showed 
the members over some of the new buildings, and 
demonstrated several cases of interest. 

Dinner.—Dinner was afterwards served at the 
Station Hotel, and one of the most successful 
Branch meetings brought to a close. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: 

ST. HELENS DIVISION. 
A MEETING of the St. Helens Division was held on 
Wednesday, January 12th, in the Fleece Hotel, St. 
Helens. There were present Dr. REID, Chairman of 
the Division, in the chair; and Lrs. Bassett, Kerr, 
Grabam, Merrick, Dowling, Paterson, Donnellan, and 
Buchan. 

Confirmation of Minutes.—The minutes of the meet- 
ing of November 10th, 1909, and of the Executive 
Committee meeting of January 5th, 1910, were read 
and approved. 

Parliamentary Election, 1910.—The replies of the 
candidates for St. Helens and Newton were submitted 
and considered. They were as follows: (1) St. Helens: 
Mr. Glover, the retiring member, answered favourably 
to all the questions except I (1), to which he reserved 
his answer until he saw the bill; Mr. Rigby Swift gave 
a general reply, not binding himself to any of the 
questions submitted (2) Newton Division: Mr. 
Seddon, the retiring member, answered favourably to 
all the questions, adding also that he would support 
legislation for the rebate of spirit duty on drugs: Lord 
Wolmer gave a generally favourable reply, promising 
to consult on medical questions the local Division of 
the Association. It was resolved that the Secretary 
be instructed to thank the candidates for their replies, 
and that the matter be left to the individual members. 

Manchester Corporation and the Midwives Act —The 
circular letter of the Medico-Political Committee of 
December 29th, 1909, was read; and it was resolved to 
write to the Local Supervising Authority of the 
County Borough of St. Helens supporting the attitude 
of the Corporation of Manchester in endeavouring to 
have medical men paid by town councils and not by 
boards of guardians. 

Special Class of Consultants.—The letter of Novem: 
ber 10th, 1909, and the report of the Central Ethical 
Committee were read, and the questions put by that 
Committee to the Division were voted upon, with the 


following result: On Question A, 7 favourable, 
2 unfavourable; on Question B, 9 favourable. 

Public Medical Service—The letter of December 
7th, 1909, and the model rules of a public medical 
service, of the Medico-Political Committee, were sub- 
mitted; but it was resolved that, as the question did 
not in the meantime arise locally, the matter lie in 
abeyance. 

Research Defence Society.—The letter of December 
21st, 1909, of the Secretary of the Research Defence 
Society was read, and it was resolved: 

That the society be thanked for its communication, and that 
the Secretary of the Division act as a corresponding 
member of the society for the district. 

Medical Inspection of School Children.—The letter 
from the Medico-Political Committee of January 6th, 
and the memorandum attached, was read. and it was 
resolved that as these questions had been settled 
locally and no further change was anticipated, no 
action be meantime taken.

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Vital Statistics. 


VITAL STATISTIC8 OF LONDON DURING THE FOURTB 
QUARTER OF 1909. 
(SPECIALLY REPORTED FOR 1HE BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL.) 


In the accompanying table will be found summarized the vital 
stat stics of the City of London and of the wetropolitan boroughs, 
based upon the Registrar-General’s returns for the Jourth quarter of 
the year 1909. ‘Ihe mortality figures iv tbe table relate to the deaths of 
persons actually belonging to the various borcughs, and are obtained 
by distributing the deaths in institutions among the several boroughs 
in which the deceased persons had previously resided. The 28,150 births 
registere’ in London during the three months under notice were equal 
to »n annual rate of 234 per 1.000 of the population, estimated at 
4,833,958 persons in the middle of last .ear; in the corresponding 
quarters of the three preceding years the rates were 255, 244, and 
236 per 1,000 respectively, the avernge rate in the four:h quarter of 
the ten years 1499-1908 being 26.6 per 1,(00. ‘Ihe birth rates Jast quarter 
ranged from 119 io tre City of London, 121 in Hampstead, 144 in the 
City of Westmioster, 150 in Chelsea, 160 in Kensington, and 179 in 
Paddiogton, to 287 in Poplar, 296 in Bethnal Green, 308 in Stepney, 
31.2 in termondsey, 32.L in St Marylebone, aud 35 4in Finsbury. 

During last quarter the deaths of 16 271 persons belonriog to London 
were rexistered, equal to an annual rate of 135 per 1,C00, against 15.4, 
14.3, and 137 1n the corresponding period of the three preced ng years ;

13l.and 173 per 1,00 respectively, the ten years’ average 
for the 1ourth quarter of the year being (40 per 1,000 The lowest rates 
for infant mortality last quarter were recorded in st. Marylehone, 
Hamnstead, Stoke Newlagton, Holborn Wandsworth, and l.ewisham, 
and the highest rates in Hammersmith, Chelsea, the City of Loudon, 
Shorediich, and Bethnal Green. 


HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

In seventy-six of the Jargest English towns, including London, 7.941 
births and 4,785 deaths were registered during the week ending Satur- 
day last, January 15th. The annual rate of mortality in there towns, 
which had been 16.7 and 14.8 per 1,(00 in the two preceding weeks, rose 
again last week to 14.9 per 1,000. ‘Ihe rates in the several towns ranged 
from 37in Hornsey, 57 in Willesden, 7.4 in King’s Nerton 85 in War- 
rington, 86 in Leyton. and 89 in West Ham, to 201 in York. 207 in 
khondda, 709 in Burnley, 21.3 in Birkenhead, 214 in stockton-on-Tees, 
21 6 in Swansea, 22 8in Oldham and in Rotherbaw, and 261 in ipswich; 
in London the rate of mortality was 146 per10CO Tie death rate from 
the principal intectious diseases averagea 0.9 per 1,000 in the seventy- 
six towns; in London also the deathi-rate from these diseases was0.9 p-r 
1,000, while among the seventy-five other large towns the rates ranged 
upwards to 21 in Swansea, 2 2in Hanley. in West kromwich and in Old- 
ham, 2.3 in Rnondoda, 3 8in Birkenhead 39in Burnley and 4 lin tpswich, 
Measles caused a death rate of 1.1 in Northampton. 1.4 in Wallasey. 2.6 
in Birkenhead, 27 in Ipswich. and 2.9 in tKurnley; diphtheria of 1.2 in 
King’s Norton, 1.5 in Hanley, 1.6 in Barrow-in Furness, and 1.8 in 
Devonport; whooping-cough of 1.lin Swansea. 1.2 iv Aston Manor and 
in Plymouth, and 1.4 in Ipswich; and diarrhoea of 1.1 in khondda. 
The wortality from scarlet tever and from enteric fever showed no 
marked excess in any ot the large towns, and ro fatal case of small-pox 
was registered during the week The Metropolitan Asyluins Hospitals 
contained 4 small pox patients at the end of Jast week, against 5 at the 
end of tbe previous week. The number of scarlet fever patients under 
treatment in these hospitals and in the London tever Hospital. which 
bad been 2 362 and 2.°56 at the end of the two prececine weeks, had 
turther declined to 2172 at the end of last week; 200 new cases were 
admitted during the week, against 224, 244, and 212 in the three 
preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTTISH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday last, January 15th, 874 births and 
604 deaths were registered in eight of the principxl Scottish towns, 
The annual rate ot mortality in these towns, whicb had been 19.6, 19 5, 
and 189 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, further declined Jast 
week to 16.7 per 1,000, but was 1 8 per 1,000 above the mean sate during 
the same period in the seventy-six large English towns Among these 
Scottish towns the death-rates ranged from 115 in Aberdeen and 151 
yn Paisley. to 230 in Dundee and 252 in Perth The veath-rate from 
the principal infectious diseases averaged 23 per 1,000 in the eight 
towns, the highest» ates being recorded in Glasgow and Dundee The 
277 deaths registered in Glasgow included 31 which were referred to 
measles, 6 to scarlet fever, 3 to diphtheria, 2 to whooping-cough, 
3 to enteric fever, 2 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 4 to diarrhoea. 
Six fatal cases of measles, 3 of diphtteria, and 4 of diarrhoea were 
recorded in Edinburgh: and 2 of scarlet fever, 2 of diphtheria 
and 4 of diarrboea, in Dundee.
